‘Tue most recent statement of the foot- 
ing upon which the Japaneso offer to 
sottle the Formosan affair diplomatically, 
would point to an early and peacefal 
sottlement of the difficulty, were it not 
that it contains one condition which, 
after the position sho has assumed, can 
hardly be acceptable to China, viz., 
that in giving guarantees to Japan 
against future outrages by the savages, 
sho will acknowledge the action of that 
country to have been right in the whole 
matter of the Expedition. 

‘The great effort of China since the 
expedition was despatched, has been to 
place Japan in the wrong, and to claim 
the retirement of the troops on the 
plea that their presenco in Formosa 
was an unsanctioned and unwarranted 








invasion of the island. She supports 





this by a denial that in the negociations 
with Soyeshima she assented, impliedly 
or formally, to the Japanese proposal 
to send an expedition against thesavages. 
If, however, wo take the remonstrant 
despatch of 11th May last, sent by the 
‘Tsungli Yamen to the Japanese Foreign 
Office, we find it so vague n disclaimer 
of Japan's assertion, that it almost be- 
comes evidence in support of it. Ab a 
particular interview, it was “said on 
the part of Soyeshima” .. -, “that 
the intention of Japan in regard to the 
Formosan savages in sending a mission 
to them, was only to desire from them 
the good treatment of her people in the 
future ; . “all distrust, if any 
had existed, was at once cleared away.” 
Afterwards, in taking leave, Soyeshima 
answered a remark regarding the obser- 
vance of the provisions of the treaty and 
forbearing tointrude oneachother'sterri- 
tory, by saying “that this was the very 
thing he desired.” An expedition to For- 
mosa was evidently contemplated in the 
former interview, and was apparently 
approved by China; and the remark at 
leave-taking appears tous to have beenin 
no way inconsistent with thatunderstand- 
ing. China was no doubt glad to get a 
troublesome appeal so easily disposed 
of; it was only when she became 
alarmed at the scope of the enterprise 
that sho very tardily denied having 
given the permission upon which the . 
Japanese allege they proceeded. 

It may have been that the Japanese 
regarded the request for this sanction, 
or the intimation of the proposed expe- 
dition to the Chinese, as a matter of 
courtesy rather than of obligation, 
towards the only friendly nation claim. 
ing a territorial interest in the island, 
Here again they have some ground to 
go upon, in the fact that all Formosan 
history} existing Chinese maps of the 
island, and its actual condition, show 
that the Eastern half remains unsub- 
ved, and is beyond Chinese control. 
The argument has been advanced that, 
with equal reasonableness, a State on 
friendly terms with Great Britein 
might invade New Zealand, to punish 
the Maories for an outrage on the coast, 
or an expedition be sent against Ameri- 
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can Indians. But the conditions are as 
opposed as anarchy and order, and are 
based on the mistake, which cannot too 
much bereprebended, of placing China on 
the same footing with a Western Power. 
The Maories, moreover, have formally 
ceded their territory to the British 
Crown; the American Indiens occupy 
reservations of the Federal territories ; 
and the Governments of both Great 
Britain and the United States 
exercise 2 humane and firm control 
‘over the aborigines very different from 
China’s conduct in Formosa, The ar- 
gument might hold good in the case of 
the aboriginal hill tribes of Central and 
Western China; they are a dangor 
only to Chinese subjects, but the For- 
mosans to the whole world. 

On such grounds as these, Japan can 
claim to have been guilty of no act 
inconsistent with friendship to China. 
She has respected Chinese property 
and interests, and paid her way in For- 
mosa, while friendly diplomatic and 
domestic intercourse between the two 
countries has been uninterrupted. She 
is now willing, it is said, to withdraw, 
if China guarantees to take up the task 
which urged her to undertake the ex- 
pedition and acknowledges that she 
was in the right; and her course bas 
been so far consistent that China, in 
hor present state of unpreparedness to 
go to war, may be disposed to yield the 
point—reluctantly perbaps, for it would 
gratify her much to humble Japan at 
present. If she donot, the Japanese will 
probably not await her pleasure to 
declare war, since they have much to 
gain by promptitude of action. Upon 


the whole, however, we are inclined to 
think that this last recourse for the 
settlement of the difficulty will still be 
avoided. 





Summary of Hews. 


‘We have had no mail from Europe since 
our last issue, but that of July 8rd, by 
French packet, is expected to-morrow. 

‘The American mail, from San Francisco 
July 14th, arrived yesterday by the Costa 
Rica. 

A mail for Europe leaves to-morrow, by 
M. M. stoamer Sindh. 

The following Reuter’s telegrams have 
been received during the week :— 

‘The House of Commons has confirmed 
the Poninsular and Oriental Mail Contract. 

‘The French Assombly is prorogued. 

‘The French Government have ordered 
redoubled vigilance on the frontier. 

‘Tho Honorable Society of Gray’s Inn 
have disbenched Dr. Kenealy, for libellous 
articles in the Englishman, 

‘The Queen’s Speech at the prorogation of 
Parliament was to the effect that Foreign 
relations continue friendly ; England would 
employ her influence for the maintenance 
of treaty obligations and promoting and 
consolidating peace in Europe. Delegates 
had been sent to Brussels after assurances 
by the Powers that no proposal would be 
made to alter the recognized rules of 








international law, or place restrictio™® 
upon naval operations. Full freedom has 
eon reserved to accept or reject the 
recommendations of the Conference. Ne- 
gociatione are pending that the reciprocity 
treaty between America and Canada shall 
be revised at an early date. The speech 
deeply laments the continuance of disturb- 
ances in Spain, but while earnestly desiring 
the restoration of peace and civil order, 
believes that result will most surely be 
brought about by rigid abstinence from 
interference. 

‘The Treaty with the Sultan of Zanzibar 
has been faithfully observed, and has 
already accomplished much. 

Is thankful that the famine in India has 
been hitherto attended with little mortality, 
which is to be mainly attributed to the 
oxertions of the Viceroy and his sub- 
ordinates. 

Steady progress has been made with the 
pacification and organization of the Gold 
Coast trade, A peace has been concluded 
with the most important tribes. ‘The King 
of Ashanteo has persevered in’ discharging 
his obligations. 

‘Trusts that the reduction of taxation, when 
fully operating, will impact increased elas- 
ticity to the Revenue, and concludes with 
the enumeration of measures proposed to 
be brought forward during the ensuing 
sessi 

It is announced that through the good 
oftices of Germany and the other Powers, 
Franco has taken measures to preserve the 
neutrality of the Pyrenees, and that the 
result has been obtained without wounding 
the dignity of France. 

‘There have been disturbances at Romau- 
na (i), and arrests have taken place at 
Rome, Florence, and Naples. 

Bazaine has escaped from Ile Marguerite, 
on Sunday night, by a vessel supposed to 
be bound for Italy,

Local news has been scarce during the 
wook, and floating rumours of complica- 
tions between China and Japan, arising out 
of the Formosa Expedition, have engaged 
1 great deal of attention, 

‘The latest news from Japan relating to 
the Formosa Expedition and the conso- 
quent difficulty with China, would be pacific 
were it not for the statement that the 
former power, in offering to withdraw 
her troops on China guaranteeing that she 
will prevent outrages by the savages in 
future, requires also the admission by the 
Peking Cabinet that she has been in tho 
rightand was justified insending the expedi- 
tion. The new Embassy reported to be on 
its way, and some of the members of which 
actually arrived yesterday by the Costa Rica, 
may however be intended to avert collision. 
But the popular tendency in Japan seems to 
be all for war ; and there can be no doubt 
that if the countries come into collision at 
an early date, China -will be badly off with 
her present naval and military disorgani- 
sation. 

An Embassy for China, of which Okubo, 
late Minister of the Interior, is chief, left 
Yokohama per Costa Rica. One-half of 
the members of it were to go on to Peking 
from Nagasaki, and the other half came on 
to Shanghai. 

‘Hongkong papers show that General Le 
Gendre arrived at that port on the 1st 














inst., by the Great Republic. His ap- 
pearance at Amoy must have followed very 
soon, to account for his reported arrest. 

The evident intention of the Chinese to 
assume an offensive attitude, should it 
become necessary in the present position of 
affairs with Japan, and their preparations 
for the embarkation of a large number of 
troops for Formosa, do not appear to alarm 
the people of the aggressive island empire 
very much. The surmise has . been 
hazarded that, if war ensue, the Japanese, 
with their usual astuteness, may leave their 
small army in Formosa, securely posted 
by this time no doubt, to divert the coles- 
tial hosts, and turn their attention to the 
maiuland, the coasts of which will have 
been drained of effective soldiery! We 
believe it is a fact that they have been 
large buyers Intely of charts of the 
Yangtsze and the Coast waters of China. 
The Chinese, on the other hand, have been 
restricting their enquiries to charts of 
Formosa, 

We give to-day a translation of a des- 
patch which appears in Monday's Shunpao, 
addressed by the Chineso Imperial Commis- 
sioner Shén, to General Saigo, in command 
of the Japanese Expedition to Formosa, 
Tho document bears no date, but was pro- 
bably sent very soon after Shén went to 
Formosa. 

‘The P.M. 8, S. New York has been 
purchased by the Japaneso Government 
for $240,000. The New York was the 
vessel that was to have brought on the 
mail which arrived yesterday, but trans- 
ferred her cargo to tho Costa Rica, which 
arrived at Yokohama on the 6th and in a 
few hours was on her way again for Shang- 
hai. The P, & O. str. Madras and the 
str, Kiushiu have also been purchased by 
the Japanese. 

‘The property on the Pootung side known 
as Lindsay's Wharf has, we hear, been 
sold to Japanese for Tis. 10,000. It will 
probably be used by Government vessels 
asa Naval Yard, 

The brig Laughing Wave, from Fre 
mantle, which arrived in port on Wedn 
day, with a cargo of sandalwood, re- 
ports that, ou weighing anchor on the 
9th, six miles inside the Lightship, she 
hooked and brought to the surfaco 60 
fathoms of telegraph cable, which it 
supposed must have been stolen and after- 
wards dropped into the water again to 
provent detection, The Laughing Wave 
brought the wire to Shanghai, It is of 
17 strands and one inch in diameter. 

The name of the Hon. B. P. Avery, tho 
new United States Minister to China, doos 
not appear in the list of passengers by . 
yesterday’s American mail, as was expected. 
His departure has apparently beend elayed 
by serious indisposition, but San Francisco 
papers say that his speedy recovery is 
hoped for. 

‘We understand that Mr, Alabaster, 
H.B.M. Acting Consul at Ningpo, has been 
granted leave of absence for a short period, 
and that Mr. Stronach, Acting Vice-Consul 
at Shanghai, will take charge meanwhile 
of the Ningpo Consulate, Mr. Forrest leav- 
ing Swatow to take the Vice-Consulship at 
Shaughai. 

Wo hear that the “Takeo” property, on 
which the present General Hospital stands, 
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has been bought by Messrs. Butterfield & 
Swire. The price is reported as $190,000, 
and the brokerage on the transaction is 
‘said to have been something handsome. 
Apropos of the sale, we hear also that the 
ot of land immediately beyond the 8... 
‘lower wharf, Hongkew, is likely to be the 
site of the new Hospital. 

‘A meeting of subscribers to the Shang- 
hai Library was held on Monday evening, 
to consider the report of the Committee 
appointed to solicit pecuniary aid from the 
Recreation Fund. The report stated that 
‘the Trustees of the Recreation Fund could 
not grant the required assistance ; and re- 
solutions were therefore passed to the effect 
that, unless a larger number of subscribers 
were obtained, or subscriptions raised in 
some other way, the Library must cease 
to exist and the books be sold. ‘The Rev. 
Canon Butcher and Dr. Macgowan, how- 
ever, took a more hopeful view of the 
atter, and believed this long-established 
institution to be capable of complete resus- 
citation and enhanced utility. The residents 
generally are to be canvassed in that hope. 

The usual fortnightly meeting of the 
‘Temperance Society on Thursday was one 
of peculiar interest, and the programme, 
except in one instance, was well chosen, 
The French Gleo Club, under the leader- 
ship of M. Remusat, lent unusual attrac 
tion to it by giving three of their favourite 
pieces, and were at the close awarded a 
very cordial vote of thanks. An able and 
suitable address was delivered by the Rev. 
Mr, Muirhead, in which he took opportu- 
nity to advert to the noble and self-sacri- 
ficing act of their worthy and respected 
chairman and president, Mr, Blethen, in 
saving a man from drowning at the Old 
Dock a few days ago. 

We learn that the proposal to found 
a Lodge of Good Templars in Shanghai, 
has been met with such Iukewarmness 
by tho chiefs of the local Temperance 
Society, that only four signatures aro as yet 
attached to the petition, and at least ten 
petitioners being required by the rulesof the 
Order, the proposal remains in abeyance, 

‘We hear on good authority that arrange- 
ments have been made for placing the 
infant children of the late Mr. Rowland, of 
the Royal Italian Circus, in the charge of 
H. B, M.'s Consul, pending reference to 
their relatives in England. It was thought 
wxpedient that such young children 
should be left without responsible guar- 
Ginnship or » settled home ; and Siguor 
Chiarini very properly taking the same 
view, he roadily consented to the transfer. 
He has also considerately undertaken that 
the children shall cease to appear further 
as performers, 

A Chinese bumboatman was drowned 
about 12 o'clock on Wednesday by falling 
from the gangway of the U. 8.8. Monocacy. 
His boat it appears was not the one which 
regularly supplied the ship, but he had 
been on board offering his wares for sale, 
and was leaving the ship, when from some 
unexplained cause he fell into the water, 
and never rose again. The man’s mother 
came to the U. 8. Consulate shortly after- 
wards and claimed redress, alleging that 
Dlame attached to some one on the ship. 
“Her statement was taken by Dr. Yates 
and Mr, Bradford, and the matter will 




















be enquired into, The poor woman also 
represented in piteous tones that the 
death of her son had deprived his parents 
aswell as his own wife and children of 
their support. 

‘The S. S, N. steamer Hupeh arrived late 
from Ningpo on Monday, having been de- 
tained by running on the Blockhouse spit 
abont 2 a.m. the same morning. Themis- 
hap we understand was occasioned by the 
difficulty of determining the position when 
running on a dark night between the light- 
ship and the Woosung light, with only 
the Kintoan beacon abeam to steer by, 
while the tidal current influences the course 
of the vessel, and the lead forms but an 
uncertain guide. It has been suggested 
that a light where the Blockhouse buoy is 
placed, would be an improvement on the 
present arrangementin running up to Woo- 
sung. The Hupeh held the spit for some six 
hours, till the tide rose, when she backed 
off and proceeded. While on the shoal, 
a movement of the vessel caused her rud- 
der to strike the ground, and the whoel 
fying round with the jerk, hit a Chinaman 
who was in charge of it. ‘The man’s arm 
was also caught in the rotating wheel and 
broken in four places. The doctor of the 
M. M. str. Sindh was fortunately on board 
as a passenger, and attended to the man’s 
injuries, Tho force of the jerk, we are 
informed, snapped the rods uniting the 
rudder quadrant to the rudder, on the 
passenger deck, and the steamer had after- 
wards to be steered from the cargo deck. 
‘The Customs’ steamer Kuahsing brought up 
the passengers to Woosung, whence they 
reached Shanghai in the launch of the 
‘Telegraph Co.’s steamer Joseph Dodds, the 
captain of which readily and courteously 
acceded to a request for its use preferred 
by Mr. 0. B. Bradford, one of their 
number. The Hupeh got up the same 
evening, 

‘A serious case of wounding with a knife 
happened late on Friday night the 7th inst., 
the sufferer being Sergeant Bird, of the 
English Municipal Police, and the assailant 
aman named Hanssen, formerly a mem- 
ber of the same force, but now serving on 
board the U. S. gunvessel Monocacy. 
Notice had been given that Hanssen and 
others of the crew were absent without 
leave on the night named, and Sergeant 
Bird and P. ©. Jensen were looking out 
for them, having a warrant for their appre- 
hension, ‘They traced Hanssen and another 
man to several places, and at length Bird 
endeavoured to apprehend the prisoner, 
Jensen having left him to go for a French 
constable, as they could not execute the 
warrant on the French side. They had 
atussle together, and both fell, when Bird 
felt a numbing sensation in his left wrist 
and arm, and saw blood flowing in a 
stream from his wrist. Hanssen got up 
and ran away again, and Bird, wrapping a 
\dkerchief round his wrist, got into a 
inricksha, and hastened to the Central 
Police Station, where he had no sooner 
arrived than he fainted from loss of blood. 
Dr. Henderson and Dr. Johnston were 
sent for, and it was found that Bird’s wrist 
was so deeply cut across the inner side, 
that the main artery was severed, and 
there had heen great probability of his 
bleeding to death. Theartery was, however, 














successfully taken up, and the wound 
dressed, but it is doubtful ié the hand will 
ever again be serviceable, The prisoner 
was ultimately captured, and next morning 
taken before 0. B. Bradford, Esq., at the 
U.S. Consulate-General. He was remanded 
until the wounded man is able to appear 
against him. 

It is stated that on his last visit to 
Nixaro, the Futai, or provincial governor, 
of Chekiang, ordered an inspection of the 
Chinhai forts, and expressed great anxioty 
to have them put in a thoroughly eficient 
state of repair, Bomb proof chambers 
and other means for strengthening them 
were also suggested, but the meaus were 
not forthcoming for the work, which 
seems likely therefore to stop short at 
cleaning and clearing up the existing forti- 
fications. It must be satisfactory to the 
Imperial Government, with the prospect of 
a war on its seaboard, to have the assur- 
ance of the same high functionary that, as 
he states in the Peking Gazettes wo 
publish to-day he was well satisfied, on his 
late tour of military inspection, with the 
efficiency of the troops in the good old 
Chinese formulas of land aud water drill. 
But tho surprising thing is, that wo 
should find the Chinese reporting on the 
satisfactoriness of their own system, and at 
the same time anxiously endeavouring to 
get their forces on a foreign war footing, 

By the river steamers, we learn that pre- 
parations were being proceeded with at 
‘Cusxraxo for the embarkation of troopsfor 
Formosa, From 10,000 to 20,000 Chinese 
troops are reported to have reached Tsing- 
kiang-pu, above Yangchow, on their way 
via the Grand Canal to Chinkiany, where it 
is expected part of them will embark on 
board the transports now lying there, and 
proceed to Formosa. A correspondent 
writes:—I am credibly informed that fully 
20,000 men from Li Hung Chang’s Camp 
at Pao-ting-fu and its neighbourhood, 
are on their way here, and that they 
will shortly be sent South, There are 
four Chinese steam-gunboats and the 
Aden here, waiting their arrival. Tho 
renowned Admirai of the Yangtsze, Peng 
Yitlin, is here now, and on dit he .is also 
bound Formosa-wards. I have just heard, 
however, that he has left for Peking. 

We hear that the Chinese authorities at 
Foocuow have accorded permission to the 
Great Northern Telegraph Co., under cor- 
tain restrictions, to erect « landline botweon 
Foochow and Amoy, a distance of about 
130 miles. We have not heard details of 
the concession, but we believe the Formo- 
an affair has urged the Chinese to the 
step, and that though the line is to be 
mainly for commercial purposes, special 
facilities for official business are to be 
given. 

‘The str. Haining reports that rumours 
were still rife at Trexrstw that “a rising 
against Foreigners was intended to take 
place on the 8th or the 16th.” 

A court-martial has been held on board 
H. M. 8. Iron Duke, at Nacasaxt, to try 
the sailmaker of H. M. §. Thistle, for 
being absent from his ship without leave, 
and also for refusing to work under the 
orders of the boatswain. For the double 
offence he was sentenced to nine months’ 
hard labour at Hongkong.

THE BLOCKADE OF HONGKONG. 


Ir the Government of France, having 
placed such heavy dues on goods im- 
ported into French ports that smuggling 
was the order of the day, were to 
establish a blockade of Dover harbour, 
on the plea that that port was in some 
measure privy to those smuggling 
operations, and in sight of the garrison 
of the castle to overhaul and levy dues 
on French vessels entering or leaving 
the harbour, we should have an exact 
analogue of what is being done in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Hong- 
kong. With somewhat misplaced cau- 
tiousness, Mr. Pyke took up the time 
of the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce with doubts as to the 
authority under which the cruisers 
wore acting, as if it practically made 
any difference whether the Hoppo at 
Canton, or any other Chinese official, 
was the immediate offending party, or 
as if the Chamber of Commerce were 
to constitute itself judge of what taxes 
could legally be collected by the 
various officers of the Chinese Go- 
vernment. So far as Hongkong is con- 
cerned, the case is simply this, that the 
Chinese Government, by one or other of. 
its officers, makes use of a British port 
and British waters to collect taxes on 
vessels engaged in trade with the 
colony. It may be a matter of curi- 
osity to know into what particular 
channel these taxes go, aud to the sta- 
tistician it may become a matter of 
interest to learn the precise effects of 
the levy of particular dues; but so far 
as Hongkong and British interests 
are at stake, it is simply sufficient to 
prove that an organised system of 
blockade is in force, and that without 
submitting to be overhauled and to 
pay duties to some one unknown, Cbi- 
nese traders cannot be permitted to enter 
or leave the harbour of Hongkong. Mr. 
Pyke, on pressure, does not deny these 
facts, and anything beyond is irre- 
levant to the point at issue. During 
the blockade of the Southern Ports of 
the United States, it may be remem. 
bered that ports like Nassau rose into 
prominence, through the accident that 
their situation rendered them suitable 
stations for vessels seeking to break the 
blockade. It was not attempted to be 
held that, therefore, United States 
cruisers had the right to interfere with 
vessels entering or leaving. Vessels at- 
tempting to break theblockade rendered 
themselves liable to capture, but the 
capture had to be made in American 
waters, and this, though it was notori- 
ous that the greater part of the trade of 
Nassau at the time was really con- 
cerned with the running of the blockade. 
Accident of situation again places 
Hongkong in close proximity to China ; 
the fact of the British Government 
having declared it a free port renders 
it advantageous to native as well as 
foreign shipping. We know that the 
Chinese revenue system is so arranged 
that there isnot a harbour or stream 





so petty as not to have its squeeze 
station, where dues are paid to some 
individual collecting with the sanction 
of Government. We know that this 
is the system which renders the exten- 
sion of our trade with the Chinese so 
difficult, because each of these petty 
toll-gatherers works independently of 
his neighbour, so that the unfortunate 
vessel which has to run the gauntlet 
of a few of them, finds herself and ber 
cargo fleeced out of all available profit. 
So far as this system is applied to 
native craft navigating the coast of 
China, we have no concern. We may 
point out the folly of it, we may 
grumble at its repressive effect on 
trade, but neither our treaties with 
China, nor general wrongs, give us 
at present a standpoint to demand its 
reform. Of late years, however, the 
Chinese Government has not been con- 
tent with this simple though oppressive 
mode of raising a revenue, Many 
of the native craft proceeding to these 
ports made Hongkong harbour a place 
of call. ‘There they were exempt from 
taxation, and could anchor in safety. 
Some officer connected with the Chi- 
nese Government saw here an admira- 
ble opening for taxation. “ These 
ships are carrying goods into our mar- 
kets, and evading their port dues,” was 
the ery got up. It seemed to have been 
forgotten on all sides that the native 
craft were simply doing what native 
craft have done in all ages in China— 
carried their goods to a portand paid as 
much as the local collector was able 
to get ont of them. The mode of get 
ting the additional squeeze out of them 
was worthy of the Chinese Government. 
Had it taken steps to collect its dues 
in its own harbours, when the cargoes 
were being shipped or discharged, 
Hongkong would have had little to say. 
But such a system would have needed 
the reform of the old method of col- 
lection, and it was not to be thought 
of. One or two gunboats were 
accordingly sent to cruize about the 
entrances to Hongkong harbour, and to 
overhaul native craft entering or leaving, 
but first this was done in a clan- 
destine manner, Many times we heard 
of craft being stopped by mandarin 
junks and compelled to pay what was 
represented as a tax to the Hoppo at 
Canton. Some complaints were mede 
in a feeble manner, and the Viceroy of 
the province, not yet knowing how far he 
would be allowed to go, stigmatised those 
craft as pirates, and promised that such 
athing would not occur again. The 
trusting colonial authorities seem to 
have been lulled to sleep by these 
assurances, but the interference went on 
as before, and steamboats commanded 
by Europeans commenced tomake their 
appearance. Instead of sending a gun- 
boat outside and warning off the intru- 
ders, whom they had the authority of 
the Viceroy to class as pirates, the 
Government did nothing; andthe Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which might have been 
supposed capable of foreseeingthe result, 
seemed to have gone asleep. We our- 
selves years ago pointed out the inevi- 





table result of such a condition of 
affairs. What was then hesitatingly 
done, and even denominated as pira- 
cy, by the Chineso Government, is 
now boldly upheld as a right. Even 
more than this. Not content with 
establishing a blockade outside, the 
temerity of the officials has gone so far 
that it is represented that they have 
established tax offices in the colony 
itself. Yet all the while the Colonial 
Government stands weakly by and takes 
no steps to remedy the evil. Either it 
is ignorant of these things, or knowing 
them to exist, is callous of their pre- 
sence. In every way the British Govern- 
ment in Hongkong has become reduced 
to little more than a name, 





‘YUEN-MING-YUEN. 


Menonuts, such as that of Wu-t’ang, 
Viceroy of Szechuen, with respect to 
the timber to be procured for the 
repair of the Summer Palace at Yuen- 
ming-yuen, show how little reality there 
is in the superficial displays of pro- 
gress on behalf of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. The high officers of State in 
attendance at the Palace can, in the 
year 1874, with the whole world open 
to them, think of no better means 
than an oppressive precedent of 1825 
to procure wood for the repairs of the 
buildings destroyed by the French and 
English, and call on the provinces of 
the Hu, the Kwang, and Szechuen, each 
to provide 3,000 pieces of timber of 
large size for the work. Now, all re- 
sidents in China know the extent to 
which the country has been denuded 
of timber by the short-sighted policy 
of Government and people alike, and 
all who have gone below the surface 
and studied more intimately the con- 
dition of the empire, know that the 
scarcity has been alarmingly increased 
within the last twenty years. In the 
year 1825, Wu-t’ang informed us of the 
difficulty experienced in obtaining the 
timber required. “Years were spent 
in dragging the timber over moun- 
tains and valleys, for which purpose 
it was necessary té construct roads 
at a great expenditure of labour. Much 
of the timber was injured in the course 
of transport, and had to be replaced ; 
and years elapsed before the supply 
called for was ready for shipment.” 
Now in 1825 the ports of China had 
not been opened to the commerce of 
the world. In those days, besides, there 
were here and there forests which were 
capable of supplying the wood required. 
In 1874, foreign timber of larger size, 
and far superior quality to that so 
wastefully collected fifty years ago, 
can be had at a moment’s notice at most 
of the treaty ports. Even if it were 
necessary to send an order abroad for . 
some of the sizes required, Rangoon, ' 
Singapore, Australia, or the South Sea 
Islands would land the requisite ma- 
terial at Tientsin in fewer months 
than it took years in the former case 
to transport the timber from the se- 
cluded forests of China, and at a cost 
which, irrespective of the disturbance 
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of the resources of the provinces, 
would be infinitesimal in proportion. 
It is in matters like this that the 
want of any real progress is to be 
marked. The arsenals were looked 
upon as a matter of necessity, in order 
to throw off foreign interference, and 
as a foreign mentor was always present, 
what was looked upon as progress 
amongst the Chinese made its appear- 
ance. It is when we turn to what they 
are doing on their own account, that 
wo notice the utter inability of the 
Government. Though every man con- 
nected with it knew that in the con~ 
struction of gunboats, foreign timber 
of far superior quality was being 
supplied, at prices with which the 
native and inferior woods could not 
compete, the induction probably did 
not occur to a single individual that 
it was likely, when a large quantity 
of similar wood was required in the 
future, that similar measures might be 
effective, It was more consonant with 
tho sluggish mind of the Chinese Minis- 
ter to go back to precedent, and as the 
consequences were nought to him, the 
expense and inconvenience to which 
the provinces were to be put were mat- 
ters which probably never entered into 
his head. In fact, it is in this as in 
everything else, take away the direct 
stimulus afforded by the presence or 
influenco of a foreigner, and the 
Chinoso mind at once returns to its 
previous state of lethargy. 





‘THE REGULATION OF JINRICKSHAWS. 
AxruovoHt infinitely less a nuisance in 
themselves than the native Chinese 
wheelbarrows, the jinrickshaws of the 
Settloments are becoming very trouble- 
some both to foot passengers and the 
drivers of vehicles. We do not wish 
to protest against the jinrickshaw 
itsolf, which has supplied a want long 
felt in Shanghai, nor do we wish to 
limit to any inconvenient extent the 
numberof licencesto be granted. Indeed, 
in the latter point the Councils will 
best be guided by circumstances. So 
long as stands are not inconveniently 
crowded, and rickshaw conductors 
are not forced to tout in the 
streets for employment, the issue 
of licenses may fairly go on, as the 
absence of unemployed vehicles may 
be assumed as a proof that public 
requirements are_not altogether met. 
Tho regulations with regard to the 
vehicles were, however, not sufficiently 
well drawn up, nor are they put in 
practice ina proper manner, We be- 
lieve the Municipal Council is now in 
receipt of a considerable income from 
these vehicles, yet we do not notice 
much attempt at regulating their 
eccentric ways. First of all, we 
think more attention ought to be 
paid to the vehicles themselves, Many 
of them are notoriously unfit to 
Ply for hire. Wheels come off, 
axles break, and upsets occur, often 
to the sotions peril of the passenger. 
No attention whatever seems to he 
Paid to these really important matters. 








It might fairly be expected that before 
a license is issued, the vehicle should 
be examined to see that it is reason- 
ably fit for service. Again, some at- 
tention should be paid to its clean- 
lines, and the Council should have 
power to impound all vehicles contra- 
vening those conditions. Another and 
more serious annoyance is the increas- 
ing width of these vehicles. A rickshaw 
with wheels three feet apart can be readily 
managed by its conductor, and be- 
sides takes up but little room. One 
whose wheels exceed four feet apart 
becomes a most helpless and lumbering 
vehicle. Chinese like to be carried 
cheaply, and will crowd three on a seat if 
they can find room, and hence Chinese- 
made rickshaws are daily becoming 
higher and more unwieldy. Now in the 
interests of the remainder of the public, 
we must protest against this tendency. 
Onr streets are too narrow to allow of 
increased width in the construction 
of these vehicles. Two of them 
now almost block a thoroughfare, and as 
no one can account for the erratic move- 
ments of a Chinese conductor, ac- 
cidents are becoming of frequent 
occurrence. Were the Council to fix 
a maximum gange of, say, Sft. 10in. 
or 8ft. 1lin., two passengers could still 
be accommodated, and much of the 
annoyance caused by the wide, lum- 
bering, weak-axled, vehicles now coming 
into use, would be avoided. It is 
evident that something must be done, 


‘A largo number of the Christians have 
recently. met severe persecution.

AMOY—THE FORMOSA AFFAIR. 


The special correspondent of the China 
Mail writes from Amoy on the Ist 
‘August :—‘TI hear from a reliable source 
that the Japanese will not evacuate the 
island except on receipt of an indemnity 
for the expenses of their expedition. On 
the other hand, the Chinese laugh at the 
demand, and have sent an ultimatum to 
the Japanese to leave within 100 days from 
the 21st June. The Japanese have cut a 
road from Liangkiau in a direct line to the 
eastern coast, and have occupied the coast 
this side (west) to the north of the new 
road, Such being the case, a war is almost 
inevitable, and China is makizg every pre- 
paration for such a contingency. They 

ave contracted, it is said, to have a cable 
Jaid from Taiwanfoo to Amoy at a cost of 
$800,000. Whether this amount is correct 
or not i¢ is impossible to say, The Chinese 
concentrating their troops in Formosa, 
and every town in the island is to be 
strongly garrisoned, At Taiwanfoo alone, 
they ‘have about 10,000 soldiers. Some 
7,000 or 8,000 of Li Hung Chang’s dis- 
ciplined troops are coming down ; 5,000 or 
6,000 from Canton, and about the same 
number from Chang Chow-foo. ‘The last 
mentioned force will be despatched to 
Takow ina few days, Large gans have 
beon bought and Amoy is to bo. strongly 
fortified. A Japanese transport is now in 
port undergoing somo repairs to her 
machinery. Some of the Japanese officers 
have been inspecting the ‘dock minutely. 
Amoy cannot be too strongly fortified, as 
it will be a very convenient place to either 

ower in case of war.” The writer then 
es the position, and concludes that 
pan ‘deserves a good licking” and that 
sho will get it.

CANTON. 


From what we have heard, we were in- 
clined to think that the few mandarins and 
the small number of soldiers stationed in 
Fatshan, must have been recently very 
busy, if they would do their duty. It has 
been reported that lately burglaries have 
very frequently occurred there, and that 
the undermentioned instances were two of 
those which greatly attracted the atten- 
tion of the local functionaries. ‘The 
first case occurred in a shop called “Sam 
Hing” at Sam-yiin-see (the designation of 
a well known Bazaar). The burglars, in 
this instance, effected an entrance’ by 
breaking open the doors of the shop. As 
soon as this was done, the usual alarm for 
help under such emergencies was given by 
the neighboring inhabitants, and the 
soldiers immediately came to their assist 
ance; but the robbers fearlessly turned 
round and fought with them, wounded 
two of them, and then fled. The second 
instance happened in a coppersmith’s 
shop in Tai Shan Street, in which 
about half a dozen of the shopmen were 

jeves ; aud two of them 
were so severely injured that they have 
since died. It is said that in making the 
above cited attacks, the assailants had not 
been able to make a very good haul, what 
they had plundered was not worth more 
than one lundred taels of silver. The 
Nam Hoi Magistrate has again memorial- 
ized the high powers of this province to 
ive strict orders to the Military officers 
for the apprehension of the infamous out- 
law, named ‘Fok Ying.”

‘Tho Legislative Council met on the 1st 





instant, when the new Merchant Shi 
Ordinance was read a firsttime. The 
R. Rowett asked whether any temporary 
regulations could be framed to prevent 
such dangers as those attendant on the 
driving of steam launches by nqualified 
engineers. H. E. the Governor suid he 
would consult with the Attorney-General, 
to see if anything could be done. A sup- 
plementary estimate for $32,000 for 1873, 
was then read.—A special meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce was held on the 
Sed instant. The firet matter considered 
was a telegram received from the Bowbay 
Chamber of Commerce, asking for the co- 
operation of the Hongkong Chamber 
protesting against the proposed revision of 
the mail contract. It was decided to take 
no act il the arrival of details. A 
long discussion followed, on the proposed 
memorial to the Government regarding 
the Customs blockade. It was resolved to 
adopt the principle of the memorial, 
subject to revision by the Committee, 
The China Mail gives the following 
abstract of the memorial:—It sets forth 
the injuries inflicted on the trade of 
Hongkong by the blockade under the 
authority of the Hoppo, by which enormous 
and illegal profits accrue to him and his 
subordinates ; that the Hoppo has issued 
most illegal regulations as to junks fre- 
quenting this harbour, which foree vessels 
to obtain clearances and pay duties at 
Canton—a step which has almost put a 
stop to the trade with the smaller ports ; 
that, in addition to the Customs dues, 
Lekin and Salt tax are also collected in an 
equally illegal manner ; and that the effect 
of the steps taken in a recent case of viola-

tion of British jurisdiction, was to impress 
the Chinese with a belief that the 
Home Government acted under fear of 
the Chinese authorities, The memorial 
further sets forth that the junks, &c., 
employed to carry out these arrange- 
ments, are under the protection of @ 
steam’ gunboat, the Peng-chao-hai, and 
that Europeans are employed in that and 
other gunboats to carry out the views of 
the Chinese, ‘The Kum Hop Sing junk 
case is then detailed, and the action of A. 
M,’s Consul at Canton somewhat severely 
criticised. The appointment of the Com- 
mission to enquire into such matters 
noted, and the suppression of the report, to 
which certain correspondence is attached, 
strongly commented on, and the memorial 
winds up by asking Het Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to interfere.—In the suit Kresser 
and others v. Jardine and others, aris- 
ing out of the affairs of the’ Inte 
firm of Dent & Co., judgment has 
been given in favour of the defendant 
with costs.

“A change lias taken place in the 
Peruvian Legation to China. ‘The Special 
Mission sent out in 1872 by the Gove 
ment of Pern to make Treaties with Ch 
and Japan, has terminated with the nego- 
tiation of the Treaty of Yedo on 2ist 
August, 1873, and the Treaty of ‘Lientsin 
on ‘Sou June last. Thus Captain Garci 
m has ended; and having sent the 
Chineso Treaty by one of the attachés, Mr. 
Benavides, as special courier, vid’ San 
Francisco, he himself and the naval attaché, 
Liout, Froyre, left Hongkong for Peru, by 
way of Europe, on Saturday the 1st instant, 
however, the ratifications of both ‘Trea- 
ties have yet to be exchanged, the Peru- 
vian Government, it seems, has deemed it 
necessary to keep for the prosent a perma- 
nent Legation in the East, and the First 
Secretary, Mr. J. F. Elmore, L.L.D., re- 
mains here accredited as chargé d'affaires of 
Peru in China and Jay Dr. Elmore hay- 
ing boon, as we underatand, for ten years in 
the diplomatic service of his country, both 
abroad and in the Foreign Departinent as 
Under-Secretary of State, and knowing, as 
he does intimately, all the details of the 
negotiations in Japan and China, we think 
his appointment as the first permanent re- 
presentative of Peru in the two empires 
has been judiciously made by his Govern: 
ment. We hear Mr. Elmore will stay in 
Hongkong for about one month, and then 
after visiting some of the Southern ports 
of China, he will return for a few days to 
Shanghai, and then proceed to Yedo, where 
he will establish for the present the Peru- 
‘vian Legation, the ‘freaty with Japan 
being, although not ratified, in force from 
the day of its signature, according to one of 
its provisions.”—The same paper remarks 
the arrival in England from Hongkong of 
Major-General Whitfeild, after a service of 
40} years in the West Indies and 4 years 10 
China, or over45 yearsaltogether.

tude they have assumed before the respeo- 
tive Ministers for Foreign Affairs in those 
countries where they have an accredited 
Envoy. ‘This continued contumacy on the 
of the Government is fast alienating 
its best friends, and foreign Governments 
will, as a consequenee, take far less interest 
in the welfare of Japan than had been their 
wont while they had greater hopes of the 
reason, ability, and sagacity of the rulers of 
the country.”—While the Japanese Govern- 
ment seems to be doing its best to alien 
the sympathy of foreign nations, some of its 
more intellectual subjects are striving to 
spread western ideas with greater vigour 
than ever. As an instance, the Japan 
Gazette mentions that the former Prince of 
Awa, Hachis’ka, after a sojourn of four 
years in England, where he has been 
studying, has provided a considerable sum 
of money towards the expenses of some of 
his countrymen who accompanied him, 
and whose education he is anxious should 
be properly completed. Even during his 
absence, he has been supporting both 
schools and hospitals in his od dominions, 
appropriating to each of them annually 
the sum, of” 5000 dollara.-Reports_ of 
heavy rain and storm: continue to 
reach Tokei. At Okitama, it is stated 
that, on the 7th of last month, ~‘ thunder 
fell in seven places,” and two persons were 
killed.—Towards the end of last year, evi- 
dence was taken before Mr. Hannen and Mr.

SINGAPORE. 


His Excellency Sir Andrew Clarke has 
not yet returned from Penang, though his 
visit to that Settlement is, we understand, 
now drawing toa close, During his some~ 
what protracted stay, we learn that he has 
been busy with the affairs of Laroot and 
Perak, where his intervention is certainly 
uot looked upon by the native chiefs as a 
meddlesome interference, but on the cou- 
trary, is regarded as most desirable for the 
peace and prosperity of those states, 
Public opinion in this Colony is strongly 
with the line of action Sir Andrew Clarke 
has adopted, and it was generally under- 
stood here that the treaty recently con- 
cluded with Perak had received the sano- 
tion and approval of the Foreign Oftice. 

‘Three men met their death in Pagoda- 
street recently in a most distressing manner. 
‘The water in the well at the rear of 
Chinese shop had become foul, but the 
occupants still used it for washing purposes. 
Yesterday evening, one of the inmates of 
the house went to the well to bathe, and 
cither voluntarily entered or fell into the 
well, where he was almost idatantly 











suffocated by the foul gas. There was 
only about four or five feet of water in 
the well, and another Chinaman, secured 
by a rope passed under his armpits, went 
down to bring up the body, but’ in a 
moment he, too, succumbed to the gas, and, 
slipping out of the rope, was also lost in 
the water. A police peon present then 
volunteered to go down into the well to 
endeavour to rescue the lost Chinamen, 
but was also almost instantaneously over- 

ywered, and sank helpless in the water, 
Fe being dark, torches were made uso of in 
endeavouring’ to discover the bodies and 
fish them up, but, as might have been 
expected, the torches were at once extin- 
guished by the gas, All efforts to get tho 
men out proved abortive, until the well 
was emptied by means of buckets, a very 
slow process, that precluded all possibility 
of resuscitating them.—Straits Times,

He 
appropriates one-half to the relief of tho 
distressed poor of tho province of Ohihli, 
and the remainder he sends for distribution 
among the destitute population of Suh- 
chow (the region recovered from the Ma- 
homedan insurgents in Kansuh at the 
close of last year). With this commu 
cation there was received the sum of Tai 
20,728 in Siong-ying weight equal, 
‘Tis, 20,000 at Government weight. ‘Thi 
Governor-General observes that sinco the 
recapture of Suh-ch a 
been in extreme distress, whilst thoir 
sufferings from want have been greatly 
exceeded by those experienced in the thres 
districts of Ngan-si-chow, Yi-mén, and 
Tun-hwang, lying outside’ the Wall. An 
expenditure of Taels 30,000 for clothin 
and food has gone but a small way towar 
relief. He now proposes to distribute tho 
sum contributed as above stated amon 
the districts in question, in the shape o 
grants to cultivators, and he goes on to 
bear testimony to the character of the 
donor, a fellow-provincial of his own. 
Although it is specially stipulated b; 
Chung K’ien-kiin that his gift is not offerei 
with any view to corresponding reward, 
the Governor-General feels bound, never- 
theless, to bring the facts to his Majesty’s 
notice. 

(3) In a postscript memorial, Tso Tsung- 
Vang further records the contribution of 
Taels 6,925 by the officials, high and low, 
of the civil service in Shensi, in sums 
varying from ls, 1,000 to Tis. 50, on 
behalf of the destitute population of 
Western Kansuh, The greater portion of 
this sum has been expended in the pur- 
chase of 12,180 wadded conts, for distribu- 
tion, leaving a balance of ‘Tis. 229.6.8.3. 
which has been handed over to the charitable 
food agency. ‘Tho allotment of appropriate

‘Tuly Lith.—(1) The Governor-General of 
Fukien and Chéh-kiang reports the arrival 
of 12 shipwrecked Loo-chooans, who have 
been rescued and brought into port at 
Foochow. The resident Loo-chooan inter- 
preter having been called upon to take the 
statements of these men, they allege that 
they set sail on the 18th April from Napa 
Fu in a small junk, with a cargo of 55 bags 
of salt to be conveyed to Pa Cl’ang-shan, 
On the following day the junk was dis- 
masted in a gale, and drifted before the 
wind, until, on the 3rd May, they were 
fallen in with and rescued by a fishing- 
junk off Ting-hai, on the coast of Fukien. 
ereupon the Governor-General observes 
that from the date of arrival of these dis- 
tressed barbarians, whose condition is 
highly to be commiserated, they are by 
regulation entitled to receive each an 
allowance of one shéng of rice and six cash 
in money for the purchase of salt and 
vegetables, per diem, beside which, on the 
day of departure for their own country, 
provisions for a nionth are to be issued to 
them, beside a commutation in money for 
cortain gifts, ‘Their vessel being found to 
be in a seaworthy condition, they are to be 
sent back in her to Loochoo, and two 
natives of Fukien, skilled in local pilotage, 
are to be aasigned to them for the purpose 
of directing their course. 

(2) The same high official denounces 
the civil and military functionaries of Ma- 
hiang Ting, in the ‘prefecture of Ts’ian- 
chow, for their failure to apprehend the 
perpetrators of a robbery committed at a 
pawnshop at Kin-mén (Quemoy.) In the 
middle of April last, a band of robbers 
attacked and pillaged the pawnshop in 
question, wounding two of the assistants ; 
and notwithstanding the gravity of the 
case, the civil and military otfici 
erned have failed for upwards of a month 
ince the ocourrence, both to make a 
single arrest and to recover any of the 
stolen property. ‘They have been deprived 
of their buttons, and held bound to 
take steps within two months’ time, by 
offers of reward and tho employment of 
informers, to find means to arrest the 
whole of’ the perpetrators of this crime, 
and to recover the stolen property. It 
they fail in this, they will be further 
stringently denounced to the Throne, 

i The Governor of Nganhwei 
with reference to the request 
lately presonted to the Throne by the 
Censor Téng King-lin, who requested 
that as rebellion is now at au end throu, 
out the empire, the old system of trial in 
cases of brigandage or robbery may be 
reverted to. ‘This having been referred 
rescript to the Board for con 
aeration, report has been 
the effect that it is not expe 
reimpose the operation of the old con- 
stitational system too precipitately, lest 
practical difficulties bo entailed by so doing, 
and suggesting that the provincial govern:

Last winter, when the health 
of the provincial capital was suffering from 
want of snow, the Governor sent for some 
water from the lake, which, on being 
brought to an altar prepared for the pur- 
pose, and on the supplication boing offered, 
produced immediately the desired result. 
Basing his application on the law which 
gives sanction to requests of the kind, 
when manifestations of divine protection 
to tho people in warding off calamities or 
distress have been shown, the Governor 
consequently solicits a mark of Imperial 
recognition for the two localities referred 
to, Rescript: Let the Board of Ceremo- 
nies deliberate and report to Us upon this.

The total revenue, as above stated, for 


the three years amounts to an aggregate of 
‘Taels 6,112,229 (five million one hundred 
and twelve thousand two hundred and 
twenty-nine), taking silver and cash toge- 
ther at current rates of exchange. What 
has not been remitted either to Peking or 
to other provinces as auxiliary supplies, 
and contributed for the relief of distress in 
Chibli, for the works at the Imperial tombs 
and the pay of the naval forces on the 
Yangtsze, has been handed over to the 
Military ‘Board of tho province, to meet 
the demands accruing there. A separate 
return of expenditure is made by the de- 
partment in question. Since commands 
were received in 1868 to abolish some of 
the likin barriers, therevenue hassufferedan 
immediate diminution, whilst at the same 





time the outgoings have been increased. 
OF late years, moreover, the quantity of 
foreign merchandize passing the likin bar- 
riers from the outports under exemption 
from the tax is daily on the increase, and 
the receipts have further fallen off in conse- 
quence. Notwithstanding this, the de- 
mands upon the province for funds to sup- 
ply Peking and other provinces, the 
military garrisons by Iand and water in the 
province itself, which have been retained 
after disbanding the remainder of the irre- 
gular forces, etc., etc, are requirements 
which must absolutely be met, and which 
the likin alone furnishes the means of 
jth.

1u compliance with these wishes, 
applicant and his relatives have erected, 
close to the ancestral hall of the family, a 
building to be used as a place of family re- 
sort, to which they have added a free school 
for ‘the instruction of all the younger 
members. Besides this, 60 odd dwelling 
places have been provided, comprising an 
orphanage and an office for the perform- 
ance of vaccination, For the maintenance 
of these establishments 4000 mow of land 
have beon set apart, and a sum of money 
amounting to 40,000 strings of cash has 
been placed at interest. Tho income 
accruing from both these sources will be 
about 5000 piculs of grain by way of 
rental, and 5000 strings of cash as interest 
on the fund. Tho whole property is to 
be held in trust by the descendants of the 
applicant, aided by competent persons 
among their kinsfolk, and the slienation 
of any pertion of it to other purposes is 
forbidden in perpetuity. It is requested 
that these arrangements be officially re- 
corded, aud plans and detailed statements 
are appended to the memorial.—Rescript :

DESPATCHES in re FORMOSA. 


A despatch addressed by the Chines 
Imperial Commissioner Shen, to Saigo, the 
Commander-in-chief of the Japanese forces, 

Tho territory inhabited by the savages 
has been under Chinese dominion for over 
200 years, and the people, ignorant and 
stupid though they be, are nature’s children, 
and therefore the Government cannot bear 
to impose upon them all at onc a rigid 
stem of laws, but rather seeks to human- 
ise and educate them by degrees, so that 
from being utter barbariaus they may be 
brought within the pale of civilization, and 
in duo time become ordinary citizens, with 
an external appearance of decorum and 
with humanity and affection in their hearts, 
As regards the crime of murder, however, 
the laws are explicit; that cannot be passed, 
over, although they are savages, but then 
itis for China to inflict the punishment, 
It is not right that other nations rhould be 
put to the trouble and expense of bringing 
troops for that purpose. When it was re- 

orted that your country was suddenly 
Finding soldiera at Lang Ghiao, a place not 
open to trade, everybody in Formosa was 
surprised, not knowing what offence they 
had committed that could have given oc- 
casion to such a disregard-of treaty righta, 
The several treaty Powers were no loss 
surprised at the news, and it was only on 
reading your despatch to the Viceroy of Fu- 
kien that we learned that the causo was 
because the Mutan savage tribe had mur- 
dered some distressed Loochewans. 

Now, not to mention that the Loo- 
chewaus, though not a very strong nation, 
are quite able to complain for themselves, 
if your country must, out of compassion, 
take up the cause of their neighbours, 
what was to prevent your Government from 
first representing the matter to the Tsungli 
Yamen, for consultation, If China had in 
that cage screened the savages, and refused 
redress, or if she had requested your 
assistance, you would have had some- 
thing to say, but you did not even wait 
the few days that would have 
quired, though the matter was one of 
years’ standing. It must be apparent 
to you who is right and who is wrong 
in the matter, But even now, when the 
‘Mutan savages have been punished, you 
continue your raid against the Kaoszo- 
ling (2) and other innocent tribes, and how 
does this agree with the statement in your 
letter that your only object was to punish 
the chief perpetrators of the crime, 

‘The assistant Commissioner Pan, when 
passing throngh Shanghai, had an intervi 
with your country’s Ambassador, and ob- 
tained from him a promise that the troops 
would be withdrawn. ‘This w 
empty words, and yet you have established 
acamp in the Mutan territory, and it is 
rumoured that you intend to attack the 
Peinan tribe—a tribe which differs widely 
from the former, in that they saved your 
countrymen while the Mutavs murdered 
them—and yet you would turn their merit 
nto a ground of complaint. 

In your letter to the Viceroy, you state, 
indeed, that these Peinan savages plun- 
dered some of your countrymen, but this 
assertion is without proof; and it is not 
Tikely that people barely rescued from the 
water would have much toplunder. Besides, 
where on earth would people be found 
who would first plunder, and then feed 
and support their victims for several 




































































months for nothing? A bare statemen 
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is nosufficient proof; and, moreover, there 
is your own Government's letter of thanks, 
in which there is not a word about the 
plundering. You also conferred a reward 
on Ch‘en An-sheng, who is the Chief of the 
Peinan tribe; and the man whom you then 
rewarded is now deemed worthy of puni 
ment. T cannot think this is your cow 
try’s principle of government. 

Tt is also said that your nation in its 
anxiety to display its military prowess 
fears not heaven and regards not man, but 
it will be no great display to send ‘able 
troops long drilled on approved methods 
against ignorant savages. Though you 
may always be victorious, some will fall on 
both sides ; and however regardless of the 
savages you may be, have you no sympathy 
for your own people? If again yous 
object is not to punish, as some argue it rt 
not, from your continued aggression againih 
other tribes, then not to mention that w 
will not daro to part with a foot or an ines 
of Chinese soil, even foreign uations who 
trade with us will not submit to see you 
acquire this advantage, 

in a few days we shall have the south- 
erly monsoon, which renders the landin 
of provisions and necessaries difficult; an 
as we have made with you a lasting treaty 
of peace and friendship, I am concerned 
for your condition, and therefore speak 
out my mind. .A fool may sometimes 
make a wise suggestion, Begging your 
attentive consideration to my remarks,

‘The Chairman observed that they were met 
to consider what course should be adopted 
under the extraordinary circumstances in 
which they were placed. He would be 
glad to hear any suggestions from gentle- 
men present. 

‘Mr. Eawes said he did not usually infest 
public meetings, but thought he would 
attond this one, as it was exceptional. He 
would like to ask what were the extraor- 
dinary circumstances alluded to by th 
Chairman? 

‘The Cuamaan said they arose from the 
great lack of public support. During 
the past two months, the Committee 
iad gone over matters in connection 
with the Library, and found it was not 
possible to pay their way beyond a cer- 
fain date. ‘They then discussed the ex- 
pedioncy of appealing to the subscribers 











































and the public for increased support, and 
a number of resolutions were proposed, 
culminating in the report now presented, 
which would show how they now stood. 
Mr. How would say what the financial 
aspect of the subject was. 

Mr, How said that Tis. 700 were re- 
quired to meet the expenses of the Library 
between the present date and the end of 
the year; or an increase of 70 new sub- 
seribers per annum, over those now on the 
books. 

‘Mr. Eames remarked that one of two 
things must be done,—either the man- 
agement of the Library must be placed 
in better hands, or (he was under- 
stood to say) the institution be allowed 
to drop. The books were in a very bad 
state, and some volumes of certain sets were 
missing. He did not wish to find fault 
with the librarian, for he believed he was 
too busy in other ways to attend to the 
Library. It was unfortunate thata library 
had been started at tho Club, because in 
Shanghai two libraries were not required— 
they could not be supported. It would, he 
thought, be well to try to make some ar- 
rangement with the Club. 

‘Mr. Macueutan said that much fewer 
books were now missing than was at one 
time supposed. 

‘Mr, How, in reference to that subject, 
said his experience had been similar to 
that of Mr. Eames. 

‘Mr, Eantes asked how they were to get 
out of such a difficulty ? 

‘Mr. How replied that unless help was 
speedily forthcoming, the books must be 
sold, 

Mr. Eawes said he for one did not want 
toseo the Library go down like that. Now, 
with regard to the continued supply of new 
Dooks, he was told that it had been simply 
left to a bookseller in London to choose 
what books he thought proper, aud he 
ould certainly be above the average of hu- 
an nature, if he didnot send works out here 
that were difficult to sell at home. They. 
could do better than that, by having cata- 
Jogues sent out, and marking the volumes 
they wished to receiv 

the CuarmMan reminded Mr. Eames that 
the meeting was not called to discuss that 
question. ‘Their particular object was to 
decide what was to be done to sustain the 
Library in such an emergency. He was 
sure Mr, Eames would excuse his recalling 
him to the business of the meeting. 

‘The Rev. Canon Burcuex said they had 
listened to the melancholy speech of Mr. 
Eames ; but he (the speaker) had had an 
impression lately that circumstances were 
somewhat mending. They had been in- 
formed that the income of the Library 
fallen from Tis. 1,200 to Tis. 700. “That 
statement alarmed the Committee very 
much, and showed them there was cause 
to begin to set their house in order. ‘The 
Club, it was also said, were going to intro- 
duce’ a library which was to become a 
circulating library, but he might tell them 
that was not likely to be carried, into 
effect, at least not for some considerable 
time,’ That impression having gone abroad, 
the former subscribers to this Library were 
coming back again. It would be a wrong 
step, he thought, to sell the books, for they 
would not obtain anything like their value ; 
and he ventured to prophesy, that in six 
weeks after they had been sold, the sub- 
scribers would wish they had them back 
again. With those views, he would pro- 
pose—

Str,—Tho petition from the proprietors of 
number of shops and hongs in the Louza 
District, forwarded in your despatch No. 7,375 
of 17th’ulto., has received the careful atten- 
tion of the Watch Committee. 

‘The result of enquiries does not bear out the 
statements of the petitioners, and the Counoil 
regret therefore that they do not seo any 
grounds on which to remove or reduce the 
tax on native cargoboats visiting Shanghai. 

‘Without entering into the causes to which, 
in the opinion of the Council, the falling off 
(if any) in business referred to by the peti- 
tioners may be traced, it is clear that it does 
not arise from the dit ished number of 
boats lying in the Soochow Creek and that 
neighbourhood. In the month of June last, 
taxes were collected from 855 boats (nearl; 
tworthirds of the total number that visite 
Shanghai during the month) and the Couneil 
find that, so far from the boats going elso- 
where to'load or discharge, quite the con. 
trary is the case, for nearly the whole of 
the boats trading to Shanghai stop in the 
Soochow Creek, and the number paying taxes 
in steadily inereasing. 

‘These facts in themselves will doubtless 
bo admitted sufficient to justify the decision 
the Watch Committeo have arrived at, but 


















no better argument can perhaps be adduced 
than reminding the petitioners of the cus- 
tom prevailing in China of charging boats 
at any jo a feo— 


lace to which they t 
presumably for the use of the landing stages 
and for protection to life and property. In 
Shanghai, the assistance of the police is 
frequently solicited by and is readily afforded 
to, the boating population ; good landing 
accommodation and lights are provided, and it 
ia only just that those who derive benefit from 
them should contribute a reasonable sum 
towards their maintenance. On the other 
hand, it is necessary to keep the boating 
population under police control, and to protect 
the community from depredations by this 
class, to, which residents have on several 
occasions been subject, and to which they are 


‘at any time liable ; to exercise this supervision 
necessitates an increase in the staff of poli 
for whore support, the class requiring 
immediate vigilance should be called upon to 


ay. 
P'The Council would now draw the notice of 
the petitioners to what appears a far more 
rious obstacle than that under notice. It 
said that the Chinese authorities impose taxes 
‘on the boats on each visit made to Shanghaiy 
and which are heavier than the Municipal 
taxes; those called upon to pay them allege 
that they are ostensibly levied for the us 
ef the jetties, &c., in this Sottlement. 
Enquiries are now being instituted aa to 
the exact nature of the charge, and the 
authority under which it is claimed; and 
if it is’ satisfactorily fproved that further 
exactions are being made as represented, th 
titioners might with some reason add 
heir own authorities on the subject—sup- 
ported as any protest will be by the repro- 
sentations of the Council, that the practice is 
illegal in itself and detrimental to the inter-

CHINESR RELIGIOUS TOLERATION. 


To the Editor of the 
Nonru-Carwa Herat. 

‘Sm,—I was much amused at the reasons 

iven by Mr. Clv'ih for not replying to my 
last letter. 

‘Thoso reasons might hi 
own mind ; but I am the impres- 
sion that several of your ‘fair and candid 
readers” suppose, and still suppose, that 
Mr. Ol’ih was ‘shut up,” and therefore 
did not reply. 

Bo this as it may, Ihave bidden fare- 
well to Mr. Ch’th}’and no good would 
result from a renewal of our argumenta- 
tion ; especially sinco in his latest utter- 
ance there is such a remarkable devel 
ment of western warmth, and western m: 
of thought. Neither have I'anything to do 
with the views of the Hankow ‘ Liberal,” 
nor of Mr. Sen, nor yet with those of the 
renegade Mr. Abbott, on the missionary 
question, or on Christianity in general. 
wish to’ recall your readers’ attention to 
the issue raised by Mr. Ol’ih in his first 
letter some tnonths ago, a point from 
which some of your dorrespondeits, and 
notably the Hankow “Liberal, ” have 
wandered very far indéed. 

‘Mr. Ch’ih made a definite premise in 
the name of the Chinese Government— 
somewhat a presumptuous act, by-the-bye, 
on the part of this “native,” as the 
Hankow “Liberal” rather irreverently 


satisfied his 


























styles Mr. Ch'th. A promise he gave that 
Christian Missionaries might go anywhere 
and do anything if only they abandon 
their reliance on Treaty’ stipulations ; a 
promise which no doubt Mr. Ch’ih would 
be willing to extend to Merchants, on 
similar conditions. 

Now, as to the value of such promises, 
and as to the character of Chinese volun- 
tary toleration, we have some infermation 
which is not without significance. ‘Thurs- 
day last, Aug. 6, was the birthday of the 
God of Thunder, a day on which in former 
years the Taoist temples have been crowded 
Mth worshippers. “This year, quite unex- 
pectedly, proclamations were issued by 
the chief Magistrates of Ningpo forbidding 
resort to the temples on that day, and 
threatening fine and imprisonment against 
all who disobeyed this order—in the case of 
women, the punishment was to be visited 
on their husbands. Now Taoism is purely 
a native religion, not foreign, like 
Buddhism, which last has frequently been 
persecuted in the past. And if this native 
creed is liable to persecution and repres- 
sion at the caprice of any thorongh- 
going Confucian local Mandarin, what 
imaginable guarantee would Christian: 
professing a so-called foreign creed, have, 
as to their safety for two days together, 
were the Government and trates of 
China set free from all Treaty obligations 
to be tolerant? It is perfectly true that 
the profesion of one phase in the leading 
‘Taoist superstition, Fung-shuy, is styled 
a capital crime in the Sacred Edict. “But 
in the same chapter, Roman Catholic 
Christianity also is denounced as a false 
and pernicious religion, 

T do not touch upon the general ques 
tim as to its being better in the long run 
for Christianity to stand without the prop 
of Treaty rights, I merely point ont the 
entire usclessness of Mr. 's liberal 
promises.

CIVIL SUMMARY COURT. 


Shanghai, Aug. 7tb, 1874. 
Before R. A. Mowar, Esq. 
Crenzaxo po Rozanto . H, LAxo. 

Plaintiff sought to recover $86.40 from the 
defendant, proprietor of the Shanghai Evening 
Courier, balance of account stated ; and by a 
second summons he sued the same defendant 
for the return of certain goods. 

Defendant said that iu order to save trou- 
ble he last night sent back the articles claimed 
in the second summons, but the plaintiff had 
returned them to him again, and he now pro- 











duced them in Court. He complained that 
he bad been much overcharged by the plain- 
tiff, and was now disposed to defend both 


actions. It would be convenient to take the 
claim for money first, as it depended upon a 
statement of accounts between himself and 
the plaintiff, in which the goods claimed were 
also concerned. 

‘His Honour concurred in this course, anid 
‘asked what was the value of the articles set 
down in the statement handed to him? These 
werea brass and a wooden Page galley, a com. 
posing stick, sundry brass column rales, and 


‘Defendant, who said he did not admit owing 
the plaintiff any money, admitted the correct- 
ness of the accounts down to the balance 
struck in March last, which would be a con- 
venient date to commence from. He could 
have imported the articles sued for at a great 
deal less cost than the plaintiff had charge! 
him, ‘The 16 column rales, which were charged 
$50 for, he could have imported for $10, and

for the eight page headinge, for which $27 were 
charged, he considered $10 also a. good price. 


He further objected to the charge, as being 
excessive, of $10} for four type upper-cases 
and three lower-cases, and for these he was 


willing to pay $7. 
‘Platntif’ exid. there was another sum of 





$200 due to him from the defendant, and 


for payment of this he had given a third 
person an order on the defendant. He had 

aid on that order $186, leaving a o 
Balance of $14 unpaid. 

Defendant said that the balance was paid 
last night. When he gave up printing the 
Courier at the plaintiff's office, he left in bis 
hands 197 pounds of Long Primer type, and 
this it was arranged should be distributed in 
his new office. There was some difficulty 
about cases for it, and when that was over- 
‘come, it was found that that type had gone 
into ‘the mass of Mr. Loureiro’s type, the 
plaintiff and Mr. Loureiro being now conuec- 
ted. Afterwards a portion of this type was 
sent to him, but there was still a deficiency 
of abont 46 pounds. The detention of that 

uantity was the reason why the articles pro- 
Sueea had not been delivered, 

His Honour said that did not arise in the 
question of account, and could not now be gone 
into, It might be raised in the next action or 
be subject for a cross summons, He would 
now go into the first action. 

‘The Plaintiff was then sworn, and said—1 
am a printer, and in March last sold to the 
defendant 23 brass column rules, aud eight or 
nine type newspaper headings, No agree- 
ment was made as tothe price to be paid 
for them. About the middle of June, I sent 
in my Dill, and made the charges now sued 
for, “I sent in another bill for other goods 
on the 31st July. This bill included the bal- 
ance due on June Ist. Defendant never 
objected to the prices. ‘He had paid three 
‘sums on account, after the receipt of the first 
bill, but bas paid’ nothing since the delivery 
of the second bill, I have geen nothing of & 
letter the defendant said he had sent to me, 
‘objecting to the prices. Chinamen can make 
the brass rules, I consider a dollar a piece a 
fair charge for thom. I had these rules made 
by a Chinaman, but I do not know what I 
paid him for making them. ‘The headings are 

imply lines of type. There are 9 lines, and 
T charged defendant $3 for each line and the 
brass rule to go under it. I consider $14 is 
1 fair price for each type case. 

By defendant—I do not remember telling 
Mr. Bachelor, your foreman, that the brass 
rules Thad made by a Chinaman cost 150 cash 
each. I did not count 23 of them myself. 1 
do not know the cost, at home, of the type for 
the headings, nor what it can be imported for. 

Defendant, sworn, said—I got the firat bill 
on the 22nd ‘June, but made no objection to 
the amount charged for the column rules and 
headings till yesterday, when I did so by a 
letter giving a general statement of account. 
‘The reason why I did not enter into it at first 
was because Iwas waiting for the return of 
my type. Ihave offered $10 for the column 
rules—for 16—and six or seven of the heading 
rules, Ivalue them at 150 cash each. ‘The 
weight of type I estimated at S-lbs., and to be 
worth 60 cents per Ib. here. 1 knew plaintiff 
could not sell me type at the same price as at 
home, and that is why I mado a considerable 
advance in the estimate I put upon the 
articles. I am willing to pay $10 for all 
these. ‘The cases were sent to me, and of 
course I accepted them. I have had lower- 
eases made siuco for 75 conts each, and 
upper-cases for one dollar, of the ' same 
material as the plaintiff's. I bought the Long 
Primer type and some cases from Mr. Walsh ; 
the cases at $2 per pair. 

Davip H. Bacnetor, defendant's foreman, 
said—In December last I came to an arrange- 
ment with Mr. Rozario to make tho rules in 
question. T asked him what he paid the China 
man for them. He said 150 cash each, and 
I wont and told Mr. Lang so. ‘The ‘price 
of the type is 35 conts per ib, in England or 
America, and should think thereis about 31. 
of it.

to his Honour, said he did 
he paid, but that was no 








matter. If he paid only 50 cash, he could 
charge $50 if he liked. 
His Hoxour—Yes, if you said whon dealing

Certain’ the vale oF theso hings, or [ will 
allow you what the plaintiff offers, viz. $10 
without further trouble. 

Plaintiff—Iustead of taking any further 
trouble, I prefer making them a present to 
Mr. Lang for bis use—the rules, headings, 
and cases altogether. 1 will not seek to be 
paid for them at all. 
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Defendant—It he does that, I will hand 
him back his galleys and composing stick, 
and say no more about my type. 

His Hoxovr, after calculating, said hewould 
then have to strike out of the plaintiff's claim 
a further sum of $614, leaving a balance of $11 
to be paid, for which he gave judgment with 
costs. ‘The second summions, for the return 
of the goods, having been amicably settled 
Detween the plaintif! and defendant, he con- 
sidered the defendant should pay the costs 
of that summons also. 

Defendant said he could not object to that ; 
and the articles in Court having been divided 
‘as arranged, the hearing terminated,

__ This was a claim for $15.85, balance of ac- 
gount for board, purchase of stores, and money 
lent. 

Defendant denied owing plaintiff any money. 
_ Plaintiff described the debt as having been 
incurred at various periods in 1873. ‘The total 
debt was made up by $3.50 for meals, $12.15 
for stores supplied, and $13.45 money lent. 
Defendant had paid $9 and. $8.25, leaving the 
balance claimed due. He had sent the bill to 
the defendant several times, and the latter had 
as often promised payment, though he was at 
times very abusive. Plaintiff produced his 
‘books, which were inspected by the Court. 

Defendant said he paid the plaintiff ‘the 
balance, $15.85, due to him, in February last, 
1a May'ke was obliged to go into the hospital, 
and before going there he burn all his papers, 
including e receipt given him by the 

Jaintiff, 

His Hoxour, referring to certain entries in 
plaintiff's book against the defendant, asked 
what ‘J, P.” meant? 

Plaintif—Jam and pickles, Sir. (Laughter.) 

‘His Hosour—And ““H. E, F.?”

Defendant, who was now sworn, repeated his 
former statement as to paying the money, 











adding that plaintiff was intoxicated at the | i 


time, and that he supposed he must have for- 
gotten to mark it off the book. ‘The bill plain- 
tiff had since sent to him was not the same as 
the one now produced. 

Plaintiff explained that he was obliged to 
make out another, as the bill he had previously 
sent to the defendant had become worn by 
time and was crumpled up by the defendant 
when in a passion. 

‘The case, which occupied a long time in 
hearing, was further complicated by the intro- 
duction’ of matters bearing upon it which 
cannot be published. 

‘His Hoxour ultimately said it was difficult 
to find out the trath. One of the parties was 
telling an enormous falsehood, and he had no 
confidence that he was going to decide the 
case aright. right judgment depended! upon 
the truthfulness and honesty of the parties 
before the Court. In this ease, as he had said, 
either the plaintiff or the defendant was tell 

1g hood as to the payment or 
not of the $15.85 in February last. He must 
put aside their statements where they con- 
tradicted each other, and look only at the 
law of the case. ‘The goods were sold and 
money lent, and at all events in February, 
his own admission, the defendant owed plai 
tiff $15.85. He said he had paid it, but the 
ordinary course of business men was, when they 
pid mouey to get a receipt for it. Defendant 
further said he had a receipt, but that he bad 
burnt it. Lf he really had burnt it, it was so 
much the worse for him—he ought not to 
have done so, and we must put up with the 
invenvenient consequences of his own act. 
Plaintiff's books seemed to be kept very well, 
aud the various items were set forth therein. 
He should therefore give judgment for plain- 
tiff for the amount claimed, with costs, though 
he did not know whether it was right or 
‘wrong as to the facts,

Complainant had just_ before 
Tooked him in the face, and told him he was 
only a coolie, Defendant's wages were $40 
per month, and he had to find himself. 

lis Worsute said the fact of the complain. 
ant not going away when ordered, did not 
justify the defendant in using violence to- 
wards him. No doubt the complainant was 
a little insolent, but it was also likely that 
the defendant ‘was not so forbearing as 
le now represented himself to have been. 
He was wrong in using any kind of weapon, 
and must pay a fine of $2, with $1.50 cost of 
summons.

SUPREME COURT. 


Hongkong, 4th August. 
Before the Hon. Chief Justice (Sir Joux Sanz) 
and Mr. Justice SNowDEN. 

Knesser & Ornens v. Janpixe & Ormens, 

Mr. Justice Snowden now delivered the 
following judgment of their Lordships in the 
above case 

“The plaintiffs in this bill are the Trux: 
tees of the firm of Dent & Co., under a deed 
of assignment made May 18th, 1868. The 
defendants are Messrs. Jardine & Co., repre: 
sented by Mr. Whittall, as thoir managing 
partner, in Hongkong. ‘The defendants and 
the firm of Dent & Co. were in the years 1865, 
1866, and 1867 co-partners, and sharcholders 
with other persons in two companies formed 
for the purpose of Marine insurance—the 
Canton and Triton Insurance Companies. The 
former was conducted at Hongkong by Jardine, 
Matheson & Co, Mr. Whittall being the 
general man: the latter was conducted 
in Calcutta by Messrs, Jardine, Skinner & 
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Co., for whom Mr. Whittall was the special 
agent at Hongkong, to receive and divide the 
ofits divisable amongst the shareholders. 
‘These Companies were formed as compa- 
nies for one year only, so that in fact 
there were three companies, Each com- 
Pany was wound up at the end of the 
year; the accounts were taken, a balance 
struck, and the amount payable to each share 
holder in respect of his share of the profit 
the partuership for each year ascertained. 
‘This having been done, it became the defend- 
ants’ duty, as managers of the Canton, or as 
such special agents for the Triton Company. 
to pay to each shareholder in Hongkong bis 
ascertained share of the profits. ‘The profits 
and dividends for the years 1865, 1866 and 
1867 were received by the defendants, who 
+ claim to retain a part of the profit due to 
Dent & Co. before the making of the deed, as 
having been equitably assigned to them as a 
security for money advanced, or on the ground 
that it became a mutual debt within the 
meaning of Section 125 of the Bankruptcy 
Ordinance No. 4 of 1865, which they have a 
right to set off against'a debt due to their 
firm from Dent & Co. ‘The Plaintiffs pray 
that under the circumstances it may be de- 
clared that there was not an equitable 
ment of this fund, or that the Def 
may not be allowed to retain it under the 
‘Mutual Credit Clause of the Bankraptoy Or- 
dinance No. 5 of 1874, Section 125. It would 
seem from Field v. Megan, Law Report 4 
C.P., p. 680, and other cases, that there 
must be cither verbally or in writing a 
unequivocal engagement that a par 
fund shall be made liable for a particular 
debt, it may possibly be doubted whether, 
although there was an agreement that these 
‘shares should be with other property liable to 
he debt, such an agreement constituted 
uitable assignment absolutely pledging 
ares to secure this debt. We do not 
eutirely concur in opinion on this point, nor 
indeed is it necessary to come to a concluded 
Gecision upon it. Next comes the question 
there between the parties what are 
described on Section 125 of the Bankruptcy 
Ordinance as inutual credits or mutual debts. 
in existence 
woon as the money reached Mr. Whittall’s 
hand, and that there was not merely a credit 
in existence between the parties ultimately to 
become a debt, simplities the matter, and 
relieves us from the necessity of referring to 
Heading eases on the subject of mutual 
creilits, namely, Young v. the Bauk of Bengal, 
Moore, P.C. 750; Navraowge v. The Char. 
tered Bank of India, 3 Law Report C.P. 444 
or Astley v. Gurney, reported in 4 Law Re- 
port, C.P. 714, Nor is any question raised in 
this petition as to when, with reference to the 
deed of assigament, these monies were re- 
ceived ; or when notice of an Act of Baukruptey 
reached the defendants. We have only to 
decide whether these dividends and profits 
of the Canton and ‘Triton Insurance Com- 
nies formed a debt in the hands of Messrs. 
jardine, Matheson & Co., which they were 
entitled to set off against the balance of 
£90,000 due to that firm from Dent & Co., 
and we are of opinion that they were. We 
have considered the question of costs care- 
fully, and think that had there beon clear 
proof of an equitable assigumeut, and an 
equitable assignment ouly, it would be hard 
on the plaintiffs to saddle them with the 
expenses of this suit, that being the view in 
accordance with the decision of Sir J. Stuart 
in Gurnell v. Garduer, Jurist p. 220, because 
they would rely natutally on Mr. Dent's re- 
collection, and he was unable to call to mind 
anything ‘of the kind. As, however, we find 
that this was a mutual debt, which they 
ought to have known, Messrs. Jardine would 
be entitled to sot off against the deficiency on 
the advance. We have como to the conclu- 
sion that the defendants are entitled to their 
costs in defending this suit.”

THE FORMOSA EXPEDITION. 


"The Japan papers generally are discuss 
ing the probable results of the situation in 
Formosa, and at the same timo roview the 
causes which led to the occupation of that 





island, together with the attitude of the 
Chinese towards the Japanese Government 
in relation to it. 

‘The Japan Mail says ‘The settlement 
of the Formosa question now depends upon 
the reception given to Yanigawara at 
Peking. The Japanese Government are 
willing to evacuate their position in the 
Island if thé Chinese Government will 
engage to vccupy it, and enforce on the 
savages such discipline as will prevent the 
recurrence of the outrages which the 
Expedition was sent to redress. Tho 
Japanese Government also require the 
admission of the Cabinet at Peking that it 
has hitherto been in the right, and has 
been justified in sending the Expedition. 
With’ this acknowledgment it would be 
satisfied without the payment of any in- 
demnity or any claim for the expense: 
incurred. Whether the Chinese Govern- 
ment will give the desired admission must 
remain a question for some time. But it 
is far from impossible. The general dis- 
position of the Cabinet will be to avoid 
war if possible, and however informal may’ 
have been the answer given to the Japanese 
Secretary of Legation by the ‘Tsung-li- 
yamen on the subject of the jurisdiction 
of China over the savage tribes, it has 
r been denied that the tenour of the 
er was to deny all respousibility for 
their acts, ‘The interpretation of the 
angwer, therefore, will hinge on the dis- 
position of the Peking Cabinet, and if this 
be peaceable, n satisfactory arrangement 
will follow. "We may coutinne, then, to 
hope for the best.” 

‘The Japan Gazette in criticising an article 
in the Mail says:—*It is perfectly true that 
there has been much said by foreigners in 
blame of the general acts of the present 
Government of Japan ; and the real 
cause of this apparent inimical criticism lies 
in the determined opposition of the present 
members of the Government to the de- 
rs in Japan 
although the natives are themsel 
vinced that their yielding would be for the 
benetit of the empire. Tho result is that 
they have weakened the old friendly 
feoling ; and yet, later, thi 
will be obliged to yield. the opini 
of some, that foreign Ministers have, in 
consequence of this antagonism of ‘the 
Japanese Ministers; stirred the Chinese 
against the Japanese. - This can hardly be 
s0. Every one ought to know that it is 
the duty of a Minister of a foreign country 
resident at one Court, to inform the repre- 
sentative of his Sovereign in an adjacent 
territory of any such proceedings ss are 
going on there with regard to the posses- 
sious of that ndjacont territory. So the 
foreign Ministers here uaturally repre- 
sented the doings of the Japanese Govern- 
ment in respect of Formosa, to the repre- 
sentatives of their various countries 
hina. ‘There is nothing hostile in this ; 
(there certainly is nothing unfriendly 
in letting the Minister for Foreign Affairs in 
Japan know their views of such an ente 
prise.” The same paper also says :—“ It 
all nonsense to talk of any serious wish of 
the foreign community to see China attack 
Japan, Should such a misfortune for both 
countries happen, as that war sbould be 
declared, Japan will see that she has the 
sympathy, at least, of all foreigners on 
er soil. But we do not believe in the 
likelihood of war.” The article concludes 
with an expression of belief in the speedy 
ation of the island by the invaders, in 
unison with recent events :—“ In all lik 
lihood we shall see the Japanese troops 
leave Formosa, directly a guarantee is given 
by China against further cruelties on the 
part of the savages; and that arrange- 
ment will not only be # satisfactory one 
to both parties, but it will entitle Japan 
to the gratitude of the whole world.” 

Some interesting items as to the 
position of the two armies in Formosa, 
are given by Taue Rikugun Shosho, an 
















































































































officer lately returned to Yedo from the 
island. He says :—“ On the 2ist June, the 
‘Tautai of the city of Tsiwan, with soveral 
officers from Amoy, arrived in the Bay of 
Liankiao,.with two ships of war and troops 
—the Chinese ensign, the yellow dragon, 
waving in the wind. Next day, the 
nese mission landed, and had an inter 
with Saigo Totoks, ‘our Commandet-in- 
chief, at tho headquarters at Keesan. Con- 
ferences also took place on the 25th and 
26th. ‘The Chinese Government required 
that, as the whole island of Formosa is 
now tranquilized, the Japanese should im- 
mediately retire, delivering it up to the 
Chinese. Saigo replied that he could nut 
move one inch at the command of the 
Chinese yovernment, but only at that of 
Japan. ‘The Chinese then ofiered to 
$500,000 as indemnity if he would with- 
draw. But Saigo said he had no power to 
settle whether the troops should remain or 
depart. Since then several discussions 
have taken place. Admiral Akamatsu and 
Fukushima, Japaneso Consul at Amoy, 
went to consult with Yanagiwara, Japaneso 
Ambassador in Chiva, but nothing could 
be settled until after an intersiew with the 
Chinese Government. Sixty thousand Chi- 
nese sildiers are assembled at Taiwan, 
who affect to despiso our small army, and 
act insolently towardsthem. But our men 
feel no fear of them.” 


A Japanese letter from Formosa thus 
speaks of the Mission to Saigo :—f When 
the Mission from China came to the cainp 
at Liankiao, to confer with Saigo Totoku, 
‘a company of Chinese soldiers escorted the 
Commissioner. ‘Their condition was laugh- 
able. Under their broad brimmed hats, 
their hair hung down their backs, their 
clothes being of white cotton, with wide 























pautaloons. ‘They were extremely dirty, 
and their feet, for the most patt, bi 
‘Many of them were tall men, ‘Their arms 





were not uniform—some carrying breech- 
Iondera and some muzzle-loaders of differ- 
ent kinds. While the conference was goin 
on, they took no care to dress their ranks, 
but chewed sugar-cano and betel-nut, and 
laughed and talked londly. ‘The man’ who 
seemed to be their commander was very 
tired. Ho came to our camp kitchon and 
stood there stupitied, A sailor him 
some daikon (salted radish) which he ato 
with a relish, and asked for more. Aitor 
the conference, dinner was, provided for 
the Chineso troops ; who fell upon it like 
ants, pouucing upon it with greediness. 
Although they are trained in tho English 
style, they were accompanied by drums and 
gongs. They looked so contemptible that 
somo of our fellows proposed to go for 
sm and disperse them. If all the Chines 
were like these, we should havo no fear of 
them, whatever their number.” 

‘A Japanese in China, writes :—‘ The 
rumours of the Formosa Expedition affect 
those Japanese who aro established in 
Shanghai and Amoy. ‘The Chinese take 
us to be spies, and dislike holding any 
intercourse with ut Their excitement is 
miler to ours when the four American 
ships arrived in the Bay of Uraga in 1853. 
They have no reliable information, but 
fancy that 100,000 Japanese troops’ have 
invaded Formosa from tho south-west, and 
another 100,010 from the opposite direc 
tion ; that Saigo has surrounded the whole 
island with a large floct of three ironclads 
and ten steam men-of-war. In some places 
they say the Japanese are aiming to be- 
come the sole rulers of the island, and that 
next they will seize Cores, after the exam- 

le of Toyotomi Hideyoshi (aico-sama.) 
Te looks as if they supposed that a large 
army of ours had actually invaded the 
Empire.” 

‘A notification signed by Sanjo Daijin, 
and dated 27th July, has been issued from 
Tokio, allowing all merchants to buy or 
sell guns and ammunition freely ; but ap-

try. The latter is a student of seven 
yours standing at the Shanghai and F 
chow schools, The nd officer is a 
Foochow Naval school pupil, and one of 
not a few of their number who lony for 
opportunities to know, by actual ex- 
perience, more of the outside world, and 
who declare their willingness and capabi 
lity to navigate their way to 
of the globe. A short acquaintance with 
the young officers and crew of the Tehen 
Hag, leads to the impression that, with 
the appliances of modern warfare in’ their 
possession, the Foochow cadets will be bale 
to render a creditable account of their 
doings if brought into active service. 
In the matter of discipline, too, these 
ve will bear very creditable compari- 
son with those of other nationalities. A 
transeript of the logbook of the Tchen 
Hang, which is neatly kept in English, 
will be some evidence of the intelligence 
and regularity with which the new 
is worked. It contrasts favourably 
the unintelligible and slovenly logs of n 
a few foreign merchant vessels wo ha 
come across, The officers of the Tchen 
Hung had not the assistance of a pilot to 
Shanghai, but worked by chart and obser- 
tion ; and they declare that they would 
prefer to te a ship half round thé 
world, to encountering the hidden dangers 
of their own seas, The following specimen 
of the results of the education and training 
at the Foochow Arsenal, (which we have 
been compelled to delay publication of), is 
creditable to M. Giquel, Bape. ‘Tracey, and 
Mr. Carroll.

‘THE RECENT LOSS OF LARGE STEAMERS. 


It will be remembered that the loss of the 
steamers Woosung, of Neweastle, and the Queen 
Blizabethy of Glasgow, in the Spring, while on 
their way from India with cargoes of very groat 
value, caused great excitement in commercial 
circles, and induced the underwriters, in view 
of the great loss they sustained by the strand- 
ing of these vessels, to raise the rate of insur- 
ance from £17 to £25 percent, _A lengthened 
Board of Inquiry, held by Mr, Henry Stelvain 
and Mr. John Burrell, magistrates, and Captain 
Prowse and Captain Height, nnutical assessors, 
into the circumstances of the loss of the 1Vo0- 
sung, bas just been concluded at Newea:

A curious case was brought before the 
Mixed Court on Thursday, by Inspector 
Wilson, from the Louza Station.

ance. What to do with them, is at prosent 
an unsolved problem—they are a veritable 
Chinese puzzle, both to ‘trates and 
Police. It is felt that something must bo 
done, but what that something should 
be, is at present undefined. ins 
crease of the present nuisance would 
make it unendurable, and then, possi- 
bly, some cure would be devised, At 
present, the coolies will not remain on the 
appointed stands, and the efforts of the 
police to compel then are useless—as oon 
as the officer’s back is turned they start 
away again, and thus the off streets are 
always incommoded by them, On Thura- 
day, at the Mixed Court, seven coolies wero 
taken before Chen and Dr, Yates, for 
offending in this way, and, as usual, aon- 
teuced to a day's imprisonment.

The 
man resisted, and kicked aud otherwis 
‘assaulted the gardener, who, however, d 
tained him in custody and handed ‘him 
over to the police. Prisoner said he was 
in the employ of a foreign hong, but this 
was found to be false. Chen let him off 
with the very light penalty of 50 cents. 


‘Those who remember the attempted rising 
‘at Chinkiang will be interested in the follow- 
ing account, from the Hartfurd Courant, of 
the subsequent adventures of the arch-plotter 
—A northern Chinese, a native of the Sh 
tung proviace, named Wong Chin Fook, alias

‘He represents 
himself to be a mandarin sent by the Chinese 
Government on a special mission. He reads 
and writes English very fairly, having first 
been taught by somebody in China, and then 
having had a few years at school in this coun- 
try. Of Chinese literature he knows acarcely 
anything. ‘The man dares not return to China, 
ts, if he did so, he would be arrested and be:
